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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

In claim 6, cable is recited as having fastening means at each end. This has not 
been disclosed. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 7 and 8 are not in proper form. The preamble of each claim indicates that 
a covering is being recited, which is a different invention from that of claims 1-6, i.e. a 
cable. Consequently, when the cord of claim 1 is referenced, this constitutes an 
improper inclusion of the cable structure. The cable structure must again be set forth. 
Also, these claims recite a cladding or covering made from a tensioned fabric. However, 
the fabric is not tensioned. The covering or cladding is placed in tension via the cables. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Griffith in view of Applicant's specification. 

The concept of providing elastic bungee cords 1 5 to tension a covering on a 
frame is well known, as illustrated by Griffith, column 3, lines 3-9. Applicant discloses, 
on page 6, that the material used for his cables is known. It would have been obvious to 
modify the cables 15 of Griffith whereby they are made of the known material disclosed, 
such being obvious so as to achieve the well known advantages of this material. 

Specification 

The use of the trademark Rhodorsil ™ has been noted in this application. It 
should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks.
